The produnstioii in fnll follows ; 

"Cubans — Alter all her ofTorts to Hub- 
dne US by force of arms Imvo proved 
vaiu, Spain offers aatoiiomy to the Cu- 
ban people. She exp<>ct8 to induce us 
to sabntit anew to her rule aiider her 
pretended terms of peat-e. Spttin's pre- 
tension is aBelesii. The time is already 
poat to think of such compromiau and 
transaction. Opposed to them in an in- 
Bormoantable manner are the diirnity 
and manifest destiny of onr country ; 
the outrages inflicted upon oar fitmUtes ; 
the torrents of Onban blood that have 
been shed ; the lives of eo many inno- 
cent hamaal b^ge who have ruc- 
cnmbed to oppresition ; the sacred mem- 
ory of our heroes who have died in de- 
fense of their native soil, and all other 
sorts of sacriflcei we have made in 
behalf of onr independence. 

"To obtain this we have again taken 
ap arms and we are determined to con- 
tinne onbesitatiaKly in the task of re- 
deeming our conutry until we attain 
the success which is near at hand. We 
shall not flinch in ear eifrot, nor is it 
possible that we be forsaken by the 
God of justice in our sacred undertak- 
ing.

' ATROCIOUS^ MURDERS. 

A M'oinan anil Her Four Childreu Killed 
by 8ame One as Ye.t Unknown. 

WlKON, MlM., Dec. 10.— One of the 
most atrocious murders on record in 
the south was committed Wednesday 

night in Simpson county, this utate, iO 
miles from here. Hiown Smith, a 
farmer, and a son of (x-Rfprest-ntativt^ 
Edward iimith, left his family at hid 
home in the country to go to town for 
ihopping parposesi thlnkiog of no pos- 
lible danger for them. Yesterday morn- 
ing when he returned he found his wife 
ind five children weltering iu their 
Nood and araonntlf all dead. An 
ilorm was raised immediately and tlw 
entire neighborhood turned out to hunt 
for the perpetrator of the foal and 
bloody crime. 

There being no telopraph connections 
li'tails of the niiinler come iu slowly, 
t>ut it is reported that one of the little 
ffirls, supposed to have been dead, has 
revived enough to tell what slie knows 
af the occurrence, .sju- says she kiinw s 
the man who coiunuttcd thv deed, that 
It was a negro and described hun. A 
posso is now on the track of the mur- 
derer and there is greM probability that 
he will soon be apprehended ami there 
can be but little doubt of him meeting 
ipeedy |justice when caught, without 
waitiuK for tlie formality of court. 

It is learned that Mrs. Smith and the 
otfgr four children are dead. Sheriffs 
M(>Aair of Lincoln and Thompson of 
Dopiah couutie.s have gonu to tlie scene 
of th» murder, each with a pack of 
.BWm*» M0^>topnd».

WA om w^wiai^ Dm. lO.-'Althongh no 
formal action has been taken, a pretty 
gAnoral uudAr.standing has been reached 
by the leaders in the hoa.oeof reprteeni- 
atives as to the coarse of legislation in 
the near futora This contemplates the 
disiknal of appropriation bills as fast as 
are readb* for consldeMtion. After 
«lMMth«tattlaTrptcybin iHU be given 
the first opportunity for a hearing. 
This measure will be reported by Chair- 
man Henderson of the jtldioiav^ com- 
mittee before the holiday recess, but it 
will not be taken up the house until 
after the recesii. 

It is underKtood that Speaker Reed 
and the committee on rules will bo dis- 
posed to give this bill every advantage 
in the way of settiring early time for 
debate. It is equally well understood 
that for the present tliere will bo no 
effort to take up financial lepislation on 
the floor of the house. This is due 
mainly to the foot that a strong impres- 
sion prevails among members of the 
house that tlie committee on banking 
and currency will not be able to recon- 
cile the many ronfliotinf? intere.st-i inside 
of the committee. These represent all 
shades of the financial subject and are 
so much at variance that it is not ex- 
pected a majortity can be rallied for 
any one proijoeition. Under such cir- 
custances the purpose is to await the 
action of th« deadlock in that commit- 

tt)0. 

The ways and means committee will 
do nothing at present iu the way of 
framing financial leRislation. If, how- 
ever, it becomes evident that the com- 
mittee on banking and currency is at a 
standstill, then the ways and means 
committee will enter the field of finan- 
cial legislation, and will frame a bill on 
broad lines calculated to meet the pres- 
ent financial requirements. In the 
meantime the subject wiU be kepi in 
the background as much as possible. 
Aside from bankruptcy and appropria- 
tion bills, some emergeucv measures, 
such as that relating to l^ehring. sea. 
introduced by Mr. Hitt. will have a 
hearing, as they involve questions of 
general policy and are not likely to 
meet with opposition. With those ex- 
ceptions the disposition of the house 
leaders will be to ke^p radical legisla- 
tion in tharean

Indianapolis, tnd., Dec iO.— Choir- 
nan H. Hanna of the liumetary com- 
aiirion has sent to bankers of the coun- 
try 10,000 oircnlar letters as follows : 

"Dear Sir— The monetary commission 
chosen by the executive eomiuitteo of 
the Indianapolis monetary conveutioii. 
will very soon conclude its labors and 
offer a plon for financial organication 
in nooordOMe Wllit the e x pre ss ed will 
of the convention. The members of 
the commission, have, at great f^ncriflco 
to themselves and without compensa- 
tion other than their travelim; and liv- 
ing expenses while eneaced in tlv 
work, given a jrreat deal cf time and 
diligent, conscientious etlorts for th" 
accompliphnient of the pr< at task im- 
posed upon them. 

"It is generally belived th.it the sup- 
gestion for legislation that this commis- 
sion will oiler will i)rove to b(> broad, 
comprehensiv, and r.itional. The nifli- 
culty of dealing' \\ itli existin;; conditions 
and the needs <if w idely separated geo- 
griipliical div sions jireseiit uianv com- 
plex phases of tlie sub'iK t. .\ fter I'tiit: 
snfferinsr and immeasnnibl" e.vix'iisive 
delav, the opportunity secns to be at 
hand for flnaiicial reorganization. How- 
ever, only patient, patriotic saciiiice of 
individual opinions as to methods will 
make desirable lecrislatioii ]iossible. 

"It is not difliciilt for con-'Tvative 
tliiiikiiiK men to ai-'ree as to tic irreat 
principles involved, but there i-* a ide 
dirt'erenco of opinion as to the di t;!il of 
methods. The suggestions sent to the 
commission are so varied that all of 
them can not be used ; therefore sup- 
pression of individual preference calla 
for patriotic patience. 

"In anticipation of the publication of 
the plan of the commissifm tliis letter is 
addressed to you to remind you of the 
serious importance of harmnny amonir 
those who recognize the ne^essitv of 
eliminating the money question from 
politics and establi shi ng staUe thtaigi 
in finance, 

"If, after careful consideration, yon 
bt'lieve the main features of the com- 
missioners to be sound, you are urkjed 
to waive yotir preference for detail and 
unite in the great effort to at otice wise- 
ly dispose of the subject and release the 
commerce of the country from the aw- 
ful destruction incident to perioflical 
financial agitation. 

"Your senators and representatives 
in conirress will desire to hear from yon 
on this snb'iect. If yon can consistent- 
ly, don't fail to write plainly to them 
your approval of the plan recommended 
by the commissioners." 

The circular sent to insurance men 
and money brokers bears date of Dec. 
10, while the one directed to bankers 
bears date of Dec. 4. The lost cln'ulars 
to be sent out embody the injunotloa of 
the letters to bankers with the follow- 
ing additional matter : 

"Like every one else insurance men 
and their patrons ore vitally interested 
in sound money. An heroic effort is 
being made to eliminate the money 
question from poUties and establish a 
Bonnd and. stable system iu the interest 
of the people. 

"You can be of great service in ere- 
atiuff respect for and confidence in the 
gcxxl intention of the commission if 
yon will assume your share of the re- 
sponsibUity and as yon have occasion, 
teinginff to the attention of all yotur 
businesa acquaintances with your in- 
donement and approval and in this 
way make snocess possible for this 
gmtmdf^eBtforthe general good. "

Snch was the startliug d(>claration 
made by Editor John H. .Schotieul of 
St. Louis to a Ciloue man. 

Mr. Schotield suppleuiente<l his state- 
ment further with the positive assur- 
ance that Mrs. Luetgert was at the 
house at tsuUllnch place for a j) -nod of 
three or four days during the mwidle of 
July iast. He ^aid he based this assur- 
ance upon the fact that Mrs. Luetgert. 
while in Boston, acknowledged her full 
ideutity with the assertion that she left 
her husband, the Chicajjo sausagu- 
maker. because of his actions w ith otlior 
women, as well as for reasons which 
she thought would help him in his 
llnancial embarrassment in business. 
He further asserted that he believed 
that Mrs. Luc-tKert wa.^ - till in Hostou 
and that she would yet be found.

Moss of 7 huUtincli place, wlios iys that 
the woman supposed to be Mrs. Luet- 
gert went by the name of Millie i-larber.

Juror Frank Hoffman was 
(challenged by the defense and dis- 
missed. Hu had said before being sum- 
moned to court that Luetgert was guilty 
and should be hanged. He admitted 
the truth of this yesterday and said he 
tried to tell it when he was accepted as 
a jm-or, but the lawyers wotdd not give 
him a ohanoe to talk. The jury now 
looks bat one man.

BoUruad* Oat off Ten 
Million Oellar*. 

Nf.w Y>ii:k, Dec. 10. - Facts liavo 
come to light that suggest the iM)ssibil- 
ity that the mysterious lire which de- 
stroyed the great immigrant buildings 
on Ellis island a few months ago was 
started by thieves who had carefnlly 
jilanned a $10,000,000 robbery, say.-i The 
Journal and Advertiser, Ten of the 
trunk lines leading to the west, includ- 
ing the New York Central, the Penn- 
sylvania, the Erie, the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western and the New 
York, Ontario and Western, unite in 
maintaining a railroad oHHoo on the 
island and at all times there are quan- 
tities of tickets there,. 

General Ticket Agent Robinson of 
the Ontario and Western said last night 
that on the night of the fire a conserva- 
tive estimate would place the face value 
of the tickets in the Ellis island office at 
110.000.000. 

The tickets with much cash were 
locked in drawers in wooden oases and 
desks, and the entire parcel was sup- 
posed to have been destroyed. Tne 
dilferent roads posted notices that if 
tickefkof a certain fom and series 
should be presented, they should be 
taken up and full fare demanded. A 
few days ago a ticket issued by the On- 
tario and Western, reading from Chia- 
go to Kansas City, was received from a 
passenger and afterword f imnd to be 
one of the tickets supposed to hava 
been burned. The part of the ticket 
railing for passage from New York to 
Chicago has not yet been presented. 

Now the railroisd offidsds are asking 
how many other tickets oat of the $10,- 
000,000 worth are in esistanoe. It is 
deemed not impossible that the entire 
number was stolen and held until con- 
ductors should forget the warning. 
Former Commissioner Senner, who was 
in charge of Ellis island at the time of 
the fire, deems the hypothesis by no 
means improbable. "The origin of the 
fire was never learned," he said. "It 
began in a tower of the main ImildiuK 
at some distauce from the offices (xcu- 
pied by the railroad peojile. Every one 
of the government guards was busy get- 
ting out the immigrants i-afely und of 
course left the railroad ofHct* alone. It 
is not inii)08sible that thieves deliber- 
ately started the fire In the expectatioti, 
justifiei by events, that the ticket office 
would be qniekly deserted."

A Great Str ke M ill Ba Iaaa|inratad bj 
the Printer* la Jaaaa'rr. 

Nsw YOBK. Dec. 10.— At the annnal 
convention of the International Typo- 
graphical union a year ago it wa.s de- 
cided to make a light for a work day of 
nine hours in all book and job printing 
shops as soon as possible. This fight 
wilL be started in this city on Jan. 8, 
1896, and will involve 8,000 men, as the 
employing pMntsri hdv* resolved to op- 
pose the demand. It was announced 
last night that other cities, including 
Brooklyn, would also take up the flght 
for nine hours, and that before the new 
year was a month old, it wOi prohable 
that 60,000 men would be on a strike 
for a shorter work day. 

On Deo. 3 Typographical union !N^o. 6 
sent a notice to lOi employers, making 
the o(9cial demand for a workday of 
nine hours instead of ten, beginning on 
Jan. 10. On Tuesday night on execu- 
tive meeting of the Typoi^e^ e was held 
at which resolutions were passed deny- 
ing the demand of the priutent oiid 
looking to raise A fund f ^ 0,(.)00a>a 
defense fund to fight "Big &i«." 



Noted Sister of rimrity and Armj Murs* 
Has i*ae<ed Away. 

Oi.vciNNATi, Deo. 10.— .Sister Anthony 
for many years mother superior at the 
Good Samaritan hospital, this city, is 
dead at St. Joseph's asylum in Nor. 
wood, aged 83. Her name was An- 
thony < >'( 'iinnell, ami lier birtliplaee 
Limerick. Ireland. When a child khe 
came with her potonts to the state of 
Maine. 

In 1885, at the age of 20, she entered 
the Roman ('atholic order of Sisters of 
Chanty at Emmettsburg, Md., in which 
she became distinguished in after life.

A few (lave ago the State of Mavsacha- 
•ette appropriated $150,000 to be need in 
continuinR the campaign in that, State 
against the (typsey moth, the BMIb whieh 
threatens the life of nearly every tree in 
that State. Since 1890 aonaal appropria- 
tions for the deatmction of the peet have 
been mnde. It is the opinion of the 
comDsiasion, havinfi in charge the work 
of eradicating this moth from the State, 
that to (iopo thoroiiffhly will cost at least 
$200,000 a year for the next five years, 
$100,000 annually for the sacceeding five 
years and not less than tl5,00P a year for 
the third term of Ave yeare. 

And all this troable and expense haa 
been entailed opoo the government by 
reason of the careleesneM of a edentlet 
named Trouvelot who came tolMasRarhu- 
aetta from Paris a few years ago bringing 
with him a namber of egge ofthe gypeey 
moth. Hia idea was to a?e them for an 
experiment. The story goes that these 
eggs were on a piece of paper lyinff on his 
(leak when a breeze blew the paper out of 
the window. Trouvelot waa not a little 
diatarbed over this accident and comma> 
nicated hif foare to his neighbors, and 
was laughed at for his pains. He was 
laushed at for fifteen years and then in 
1889 the people of Massachusetts for the 
first time realised the dangers the scien- 
tist had predicted. A year later the war- 
fare on the gypeey moth was begun and 
it ftili eonttnaed. It is varionsly eeti- 
mated tliat this carelessneBS of the pro- 
tiaaor before the peopleof Maasachusetta 
•re done with its results will coat all the 
way from five to ten tnillion dollars. 

Similar stories can be told by the peo- 
ple of Australia in the introduction of the 
rabbit, by the agriculturists of the .North- 
west in the introduction of the Russian 
thistle an<l by the people of Cincinnati in 
the introduction of the sparrow. Sden- 
tiste are able to do a world of good for the 
community in which tliey live and by the 
iame token they are able to do a world of 
barm.
